Special Town Meeting Votes $1216 


Annually for Improved Lighting 


At the special town meeting 
held on Monday evening a small 
percentage of voters, a few over 
100, voted to improve the lighting 
on the Main street at a cost of 
$1216 annually. 

The recommendations presented 
by Selectman Wallace Stange had 
been drawn up with the assistance 
of Western Massachusetts Elec- 
tric company consultants 
were accepted without change. 
This calls for the renewal of 5 
present lights and the installation 
of 28 new ones. ; 

Beginning at the south these 
with the annual cbst are: at Main 
and Maple streetd at a cost of $60 
per year; at the center, which in- 
cludes one in front of the town 
hall and one in front of St. Pa- 
trick’s church, 0 per year; the 
intersections of} Meadow and 
School streets with Main street, 
5120; the Di Me # A Men orial ii- 
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Holton and Mafn streets, $92; Et 
and Main streets, $52; in front of 
Aldrich’s store, $46; in front of 
Valley Vista Inn, $60; Pine and 
Main streets, $134, and Moody and 
Main streets, $126. 

At the center and at a few oth- 
er places these will be 11,000 lu- 
men mercury vapor lights, the 
others vary in lighting power. 
These costs are for power only 
as the installation cost is carried 
by the electric company. 

The sum of $150 was voted 
transferred from available funds 
to cover the cost for December 
as the lighting cannot be com- 
pleted before then. 

The majority of those present 
felt that some sort of a flashing 
traffic signal should be installed 
at the center and an effort will 
be made to have this done by the 
department of public works. This 
department has already promised 
speed zoning from Bernardston to 
the New Hampshire state line 
which will include the Main 
street and a traffic count during 
the peak of the travel season next 
summer. 

After some discussion $6500 was 
voted as a transfer from the road 
machinery account to purchase a 
truck and sand spreader. Stanley 
Wickey, selectman in charge of 
the roads, stated that the truck 
will be similar to those already 
owned by the town and that there 
would be no trade in as the older 
truck would be used also. 

Those present voted to present 
the electric basketball scoreboard 
now at the town hall to the Pion- 
eer Valley regional school for use 
in the gymnasium. 

Of interest was the fact brought 
out that no acknowledgment has 
even been received from the de- 
partment of public works con- 
cerning the petition recently sent 
to them and signed by hundreds 
of Northfield's citizens.

The formal opening of the 
James Memorial gymnasium at 
Mount Hermon school was _ held 
Oct. 18.

Rudyard Kipling Home Is Open 
To Visitors In Northfield Area 


As the pleasant fall days appear 


many may be planning trips to 
nearby places of interest. Mrs. Ed- 
gar Walker, a summer resident of 
Vernon, has recently called atten- 
tion to ‘“Naulaka,” the former 
home of Rudyard Kipling just 
over the town line of Brattleboro 
in Dummerston, Vt. 

Quoting from a letter’ she 
writes, “I visited this lovely and 


‘unusually built house when at the 


Northfield seminary over 30 years 
ago, but did not know until last 
week that it has been open to 
the public since 1950. It’s been in 
the same family since left by Kip- 
ling. The admission price is sixty- 
five cents. Only four of the down- 
stairs rooms are shown but they 
are the important ones: Kipling’s 
study, with many things in it that 
were his. Mrs. Kipling’s little den, 
the living room and the dining 
room. Every room contains items 
that were there when the Kiplings 
lived there, but of course the 
greatest amount is in the study. 
The story of the house was writ- 
ten by Howard C. Rice, Jr., editor 
of the Brattleboro Reformer for 
“Vermont Life’ and a reprint is 
available at the house as are post- 
card views. I think this is the sort 
of place many visitors in the 
Northfield area would like to be- 
come acquainted with while 
here.” :

Naulakha was planned and built 
by Rudyard Kipling in the years 
1892-1893, shortly after his mar- 
riage to Caroline Balestier, a Brat- 
tleboro girl. He gave it the name 
of a priceless Indian jewel which

At the most recent meeting of 
the Pioneer Valley regional schoo} 
district committee Fred Eastman, 
clerk of the works, stated that 
three or four weeks would see the 
completion of the construction 
work at the building, which date 
will be about Nov. 15.

The committee authorized the 
purchase of basketball uniforms 
from games profits and they will 
be black and white, the school 
colors. Old uniforms of both the 
Northfield high school and Pow- 
ers Institute will be used by jun- 
ior teams. 

The use of the building by out- 
side groups was considered at 
length and will be again discussed 
at this week's meeting. A liberal 
use of the building was recom- 
mended by Superintendent F. 
Sumner Turner, but the commit- 
tee agreed that it could not be 
used for any purely commercial 
enterprises. 

There was a further discussion 
of the landscaping project and 
more consideration will be taken 
concerning the bid specifications. 

An important item on the com- 
mittee’s agenda for this coming 
month will be the compilation of 
the school budget for 1958. Pub- 
lic hearings on this budget must 
be held in each member town be- 
fore Nov. 15 under the law. 

The dates of these hearings will 


be: Bernardston, Nov. 12; North- 


field, Nov. 13; Warwick, Nov. 14. 

Also established was a late bus 
schedule, designed for students 
staying beyond the normal clos- 
ing hour. These buses will leave 
between 4 and 4:15. No pupil 
will be allowed to ride on these 
buses unless he has a special pass. 
The late Northfield bus wilt make 
a circuit through the town wher- 
ever necessary.

This curious, amphibious herb 
propagates not by seeds since it is 
nen-flowering, but by means of 
spores contained in a_ fruiting 
body shaped like a small brown 
bean, which is called a sporocarp 
that grows on a short stalk near 
the base of the leaf stem close to 
the rootstock. 

Marsilea thus has its own 
unique way of protecting its spore 
nursery, by keeping them in a 
hard shelled bean-box which is
